PARENTS TRIED TO MURDER CHILD | 


St. Thomas, Ont., Aug. 3.—Nesyton R. 
Stonehouse is locked up in the Elgin 
county jail and his wife Mrs. Cora 
Stonehouse, is under arrest in the 
detention ward of the Amasa wood hos- 
pital, charged with th most heartless 
and disgusting attempt at child mur- 
der in the history of the city. The 
couple who were married two months 
ago, lived with the husband’s father, 
Edward Cc. Stonehouse, 26 Barnes 
street. 

The factsof the case are that about 
7.45 a.m. E. C. Stonehouse called at 
the residence of Crown Attorney Mc- 
Crimmon and reported that there was 
a dead baby in the outhouse of his 
premises.

; been torn up, and the new born babe
